curves. Centrifugal forces drives the 
rider to the top of the curves in 
motorcycle 
racing.

banked turns of an oval the balance 
of weight in a motor car remains the 
same and centrifugal force forces th e ! 
driver towards the top of the curves. 
In leaving the turn a motor car driv- 
er heads for the inside of the track, 
overcoming the side thrust w hich is I 
one of the chief sources of danger in 
motor car racing. 
The motor cycle i 
racer enters curves in 
safety. 
He 
overcomes centrifugal 
force in 
the 
curves by leaning to the inside. 
If 
he fails to straignten up as he leaves 
the curve to enter the stretch he is 
headed for an accident. 
If he pulls 
too strongly on the right handle bar 
he is hurled to the guard rail and if 
the left handle bar is given too much 
pressure the rider is hurled into the 
infield before he can 
regain 
his 
equilibrum. 
It takes fast thinking 
to obviate these dangers in motor­ 
cycle riding. 
That is why eighteen 
professionals, the world’s best rid­ 
ers, will supply so many thrills at 
Kansas City and the speedway on 
Labor Day.
